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Trends in State Finance 


With some evident reluctance. Gov. Nel- 


son conceded in a news conference the 
other day that the state budget for the next 
biennium probably will be larger than the 
one he got through the legislature with 
some difficulty last year. 


It is a little puzzling why the governor 


should appear to doubt the matter at alL 
The burgeoning cost of state sen-ices has 
been one of the main themes of his public 
addresses for the last two years. Such 
budget appropriation requests as we have 
noted thus far. and especially that of the 
University of Wisconsin, tell their own 
story. The university has picked up the 
theme of the board of state college regents 
in explaining its appropriation hopes. Its 
enrollment is growing at a rate, one of its 
publicity releases said during the fortnight, 
that is the equivalent of a new college each 
year. 


Most of the other operating depart- 


ments of the state will uant more money, 
too. New welfare services recently author- 
ized only now are starting to flower in their 
full spending potential. The demand from 
the courthouses and the city halls next 
year, for additional slate sharing of local 
government costs will be more persistent, 
if we read the signs. 


Gasoline Taxes 


Today gasoline stations across the na- 


tion began a campaign to secure signatures 
on a petition asking that Congress "keep 
its promise to allow the most recent 1 cent 
'temporary' federal gasoline tax to expire 
as scheduled June 30. 1961." 


In this campaign in Wisconsin all pe- 


troleum companies, independent as well as 
major, are cooperating. 


Dealers point out that Wisconsin motor- 


ists have a S12.4 million stake in this cam- 
paign. That figure represents the amount of 
money collected so far in Wisconsin as a re- 
sult of last year's 1 cent increase on the 
federal gasoline tax. according to the Wis- 
consin Petroleum Council. The total 4 cent 
federal levy cost Wisconsin motorists $49.6 
million while the Wisconsin 6-cent tax took 
another S74.4 million. 


Why are the petroleum dealers so anx- 


ious to have this last 1 cent increase dis- 
continued? One reason is the total 10 cent 
tax on gasoline now represents approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the retail price of 
regular gas. It is said to be equivalent to a 
42 per cent sales ta?: on gasoline. Obviously 
this is a tremendous tax but motorists gen- 
erally have not complained much about it 


All of this portends a basic decision on 


state financing arrangements in the next 
legislature, under the leadership, we hope, 
of the next governor. 


We have heard about lax revision" for 


the last 12 months. Both political parlies 
appear agreed that the time has come for 
remodeling the ancient revenue machinery. 


But it is a tragic development, neverthe- 


less, that both of the candidates for gover- 
nor have seemed so anxious to soft-pedal 
this question which ranks as the most 
fundamental confronting state policymak- 
ers. Candidate Kuehn appears to want to 
exploit the support for "revision,"' without 
committing himself to anything very spe- 
cific. Gov. Nelson has conducted himself 
like a man who hopes that he won't be 
pinned down either. When he is confronted 
with the question he points to the delayed 
report of his commission of citizens and 
specialists studying the problem, which 
surely has had enough tune to present 
something in the way of conclusions after 
so many months. 


This would have been an ideal-subject 


for campaign debate. Essentially it involves 
almost all of the other subjects upon which 
the party nominees can dispute. We are 
sorry that they have chosen to equivocate. 


since most of the tax on gasoline and auto- 
mobile accessories goes to build better and 
safer roads. However, there certainly is a 
limit to the amount of money that can safe- 
ly be levied as a tax on any single product. 
The petroleum dealers believe that gasoline 
already has reached that point. When this 
final cent was levied on gasoline it was as a 
temporary tax but it was opposed by the 
petroleum industry on the ground that of 
the S3.6 billion the highway users are pay- 
ing in federal automotive excise taxes, $1.5 
billion or 42 cents out of every dollar are 
being diverted from highway use to the 
general fund. It is pointed out if this diver- 
sion ceased there would be no necessity for 
this final increase in the tax. 


The dealers also believe that if this tax 


is not to become permanent it must be dis- 
continued on schedule. They point out that 
the first federal gasoline tax was a tempo- 
rary 1 cent tax imposed in 1932. Since that 
time it was extended several times, in- 
creased and finally made permanent in 
1941. Most voters will agree that the levy 
on gasoline is as high as it safely can go 
without causing unpredictable disturbances 
in the industry.

Americans can sympathize with the pro- 


posal of a Monroe Doctrine for Africa made 
by President Nkrumah of Ghana. His sug- 
gestions for an end to all imperialism and 
colonialism on that continent immediately 
is impractical as shown by the obvious in- 
ability of some Africans to cope with the 
proi. lems of independence. But it is under- 
standable from the head of a former colony. 


Far more disquieting is the letter from 


Nkrumah to the Congo's Lumumba and his 
insistence that Lumumba alone represents 
the "legitimate" government of the Congo. 


The letter, written several days after 


Lumumba had been fired from his premier- 
ship by President Kasavubu, indicates a 
cynicism and a drive for power that is dis- 
couraging. Lumumba is to make use of the 
Communists, of the United Nations, of his 
enemies, in order to fortify himself in con- 
trol. Then he can dispose at will of those 
who displease him.
